“Reagan is a new Nazi,” Colonel 
Qadhafi said, “and there can be no 
peace with him as peace was impos- 
sible with Hitler, and as Nazism fell 
by an alliance of peoples, so Rea- 
gan must fa& by an alliance of all 
the Earth’s peoples." 

Raids on Tripoli and the eastern 
city of Benghazi caused the deaths 
of 43 people, according to official 
figures. 

Colonel Qadha/i’s statement 
said it was unprecedented for lead-

Indonesia and Malaysia Protest Raids 
But Ignore Demands to Snub Reagan

SINGAPORE — Indonesia and 
Malaysia, both of which have sub- 
stantial Moslem populations, were 
embarrassed by the U.S. air raids 
on Libya last week but have ig- 
nored calls to caned President 
Ronald Reagan’s visit to the region 
at the end of the month, diplomats 
said Tuesday. 

The diplomats said, however, 
that high-level representations 
about the attack Wl probably be 
made to Mr. Reagan when he visits 
the Indonesian island of from 
April 29 to May 2 for talks with 
regional leaders. 

Mr. Reagan is scheduled to meet 
President Suharto of Indonesia and 
foreign min liters from the Associa- 
tion of Southeast Asian Nations. 
The association indudes Brunei, 
Indonesia, Malaysia, the Hril^- 
pines, Singapore and Thailand. 

Singapore and the Philipjnnes 
tave refrained from taking sides in 
the US. -Libya dash. T hailand, a 
U.S. ally; has said it regretted the 
attack and called for an end to 
bastiKties. In the United Nations, 
Thailand voted Monday to support 
a Security Council resolution con- 
demning the raids. The resolution 


was vetoed by the- United Stales, 
Britain and France. 

Although Singapore, the Philip- 
pines and Thailand are predomi- 
nantly non-Moslem nations, Mos- 
lem organizations in these and the 
Ollier three ASEAN countries tave 
protested the U.S. attack on Libya. 

Mr. Reagan’s visit to Indonesia, 
just prior to the summit meeting of 
rndnstriataed nations in Tokyo, 
win be the first to the region by an 
American president in 10 years. 

In Jakarta. Paul D. Wdfowitz, 


the newly appointed U.S. ambassa- 
dor to Indonesia, sought Tuesday 
to defuse ASEAN criticism of tta 
air strikes against Libya. 

The strongest criticism has come 
from Indonesia and Malaysia. The 
governments of both face general 
elections tins year or next and are 
concerned about the activities of 
militant or fundamentalist Islamic 
opposition groups.

It was the first time the United 
States, Britain and France had cast 
a triple veto since April 198 1, when 
they blocked an attempt to impose 
«ineti<ms against South Africa for 
its policies in South-West Africa, or 
Namibia.

For 10-Year Mideast Aid 


STRASBOURG, France — 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres of 
Israel urged Western Europe on 
Tuesday to take a leading role in 
the search for peace in the Middle 
East by helping shore up the re- 
alm’s economies and by uniting to 
fight terrorism. 

Speaking at the 21-nation Coun- 
cil of Enrqpe headquarters here, 
Mr. Peres said the Middle East's 
greatest challenge was its severe 
economic problems.

economic rehabilitation plan for 
the Middle East by using some of 
the S70 billion they are expected to 
save (Ms year from lower oil prices. 

The starting point, he said, could 
be a resolution at the Tokyo sum- 
mit meeting next month of seven 

industrialized nations 

The suggestion for a multi- 
bflEon-doOar development plan for 
the Middle East was the focus of 
talks Mr. Peres held with the 
French leadership in Paris on Mon- 
day. Mr. Peres put forward the idea 
in March and discussed h earlier 
this month during a trip to the 
United States, 

Mr. Peres said that he welcomed 
the decision Monday of European 
Community foreign minis ter to re- 
strict the activities of Libyan diplo- 
matic missions in Europe. 

“It’s the first step taken by Euro- 
pean foreign ministers to recognize 
the existence of the problem and to 
try to resolve them,” he said.

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Soviet and Afghan Units 
Are Said to Threaten 
A Main Guerrilla Base

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan — So- 
viet and Afghan government forces 
tryingtocutrebdsuppIyrQutesare 

threatening the main guerrilla base 
in eastern Paktia province, accord- 
ing to Afghan sources in Pakistan. 

Several of the sources, reached 
by telephone, suggested that the 
mujahidin, or resistance fighters, in 
Paktia were in a more desperate 
position than during previous Sovi- 
et offensives in the province. 

' The sources also described the 
fighters as demoralized, especially 
"over their lack of effective air de- 
fenses, despite reports that the 
Reagan adminis t ratio n ha- s dw ifl gfl 
to supply advanced anti-aircraft 
missiles to toem. 

The sources, located in Peshawar 
and Mzram Shah near the Afghan 
border, said the Soviet and govern- 
ment troops, backed by artillery 
and air support, have inflicted 
heavy losses on the rebels in their 
first offensive against the supply 
'trails since the end of winter. 

Soviet-led forces also have killed 
or wounded hundreds of rebels and 
civilians in the southern city of 
Kandahar, according to Afghan 
sources in Quetta, Pakistan. 

. [Afghan rebels have broken a So- 
viet and Afghan government secu- 
rity ring besieging Kandahar to re- 
supply guerrillas, Renters reported 
Tuesday, citing letters from rebel 
'co mmander s in the city to exiles in 
Quetta.

If President ' P.W. Botha truly mean$ to 
scrap rather than rename the hatefrd pass laws, 
it wOl be time to remove the quotation marks 
from Ins current series of “reforms.” He has 
stopped enforcement of the laws, one of the 
most degrading features of apartheid. But real 
cheering most wait a few more days until he 
defines a new, traversal identity system. If that 
allows blades to live and work where they 
choose, a new era may indeed be at hand. 

The crudty of the pass laws is not in dispute. 
All Sooth African blades over age 16 — and 
only blacks — have been required to carry 
identity books showing where they may live 
and work. More than 200,000 were arrested in 
1984 for violating “influx controls.'' Those 
convicted by special courts have been among 
the worst-treated prisoners. According to Am- 
nesty International, beatings have been rou- 
tine and long-term prisoners have been “rent- 
ed” or “sold” as peons to white fanners. 

The purpose of this blatantly racist system 
was expotmded in 1922 when a government 
commission endorsed already existing pass 
laws: “The native should only be allowed to 
enter urban areas, which are essentially the 
white man's creation, when he is willing to 
enter and minister to the needs of the white 
man, and should depart therefrom when he 
ceases to so minister.”

That is 
what happened in Namibia, the vast territory 
illegally controhod by South Africa, after its 
pass laws were repealed in 1977. Pass bodes 
were replaced by a new card also highlighting 
ethnic identity, which the police continue to 
use to limit the movement of Wades. 

The government has more than once re- 
sponded to an outpouring of protest at home 
and abroad by pronouncing apartheid dead. 
But its reforms to date have been at the margin 
of fhis hateful system, promising little relief 
from discrimination and no progress in gam- 
ine power sharing. The release of all pass-law 
violators, if followed by the law’s gen nine 
reason, could be the start erf an overdue social 
revolution. In welcoming the demise of the 
pass books, Bishop Desmond Tutu spoke from 
sad experience in adding the necessary caveat: 
“I hope there is not a sting in the tail”

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Interest Rates Fall Again El Salvador: Humane Development Is a Long Haul 


The long descent of U.S. interest rates con- 
tinues. This time the Federal Reserve Board’s 
derision to cut its discount rate follows the 
money markets rather than leading than. But 
this second reduction in six weeks constitutes 
an official blessing and bolsters the trend. 

It is also an indication that the Fed is among 
those dose watchers who do not quite believe 
that the American economy was actually 
growing at an annual rate of 32 percent in the 
first quarter. That was the Commerce Depart- 
ment’s p reliminar y estimate of GNP, pub- 
lished last Thursday, and such a rate would 
indicate a very heartening expansion. But a 
good many economists, including, apparently, 
most members of the Federal Resave, ques- 
tion whether that figure is consistent with 
other data an sales and production that have 
been reported in the past several months. 

Ch^ges in the discount rate always reflect a 
weighing of risks — in this case, as in most, the 
risk of inflation against the risk of slack and 
inadequate growth. Tins spring the Federal 
Reserve judges inflation to be toe lesser dan- 
ger. The miraculously lucky tuning erf the fall 
in oil prices gives monetary policy a degree of 
freedom that it rardy enjoys. 

The Japanese government followed the Fed- 
eral Reserve with a similar half-point cut, 
instead of preceding it by a few hours as it did 


in March. In both cases the two countries’ 
central banks went to some lengths to demon- 
strate publicly their tight cooperation. That 
cooperation is erne of toe most useful and 
reassuring developments of recent months. Its 
purpose is to avoid rocking the currency ex- 
change rates and the trade balances that de- 
pend on them. If tbe interest rates in both 
countries go down together, the differential 
remains unchanged and there is no sudden 
surge of capita] from one to the other. 

But last time there was a third partner. This 
time West Germany has not yet been heard 
from. The Germans apparently think that their 
interest rates are already low enough. West 
Germany is the worid champion in fighting 
inflation. Over the past year, consumer prices 
than have risen a microscopic 0.1 percent. 
Meanwhile, unfortunately, unemployment re- 
mains si gnifican tly higher than jo the United 
Slates, not to mention Japan. That is a choice 
that the West Gomans made some time ago 
and, with an election craning in January, they 
evidently intend to stick with it Perhaps it is 
also a deliberate choice to let the Deutsche 
mark rise further against the US. dollar. The 
art of central banking is increasingly a matter 
of reconciling domestic political derisions with 
their international consequences.

Uncage the Airlines 


The British government says that American 
air carriers hold an unfair advantage in crans- 
Atlantic service. It wants to guarantee British 
carriers a minimum share of the market The 
complaint is just, but the proposed remedy is 
not The United States could serve its own 
interests as well as Britain’s by giving British 
carriers greater freedom to compete, rather 
than by hobbling American carriers. Indeed, 
allowing British aixiises to offer some point- 
to-point service in America could encourage a 
worldwide free market in air traveL 

Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher's unoffi- 
cial goal in toe negotiation is obvious. She 
wants to sdEL state-owned British Airways and 
she correctly believes that the stock will fetch a 
better price if the airline is assured a find 
share erf the trans-Atlantic market But that is 
no reason for toe United States to go along. 
The point of privatization, after all, is to force 
government enterprises to operate efficiently 
by exposing them to open competition. 

Happily, Mrs. Thatcher’s stated rationale 
prorides an opportunity far desirable reforms. 

Pan Am, the British point out, can use its 
dense domestic system to feed its international 
flights. British Airways, by contrast, is allowed 
to serve London from Detroit, via New York, 
but is not permitted to fiD up its planes with 
passengers going from Detroit to New York. 
Symmetric restrictions apply to. American car- 
riers offering connecting service within Brit- 
ain. However, the British domestic market is 
so small in comparison with the American that 
British carriers end up way behind. 

The British answer is a cartel. If British 
carriers are unable to maintain, say, a 40- 
percem share of the traffic on their own. 


American carriers should be required to cut 
flights. The likely result would be higher fares 
and less service, as aiiiinesfiran both countries 
settled into informal traffic-sharing agree- 
ments. Such a deal should be resisted fiercely. 

But there is no reason why this battle must 
be fought on British terms. Why not respond 
to the British complaint by allowing British 
and American carriers to proride service in 
each other’s domestic markets? 

Ideally, British carriers would get unlimited 
rights to set up domestic traffic “hubs” in toe 
Lfuitcd States. That would give smaller Ameri- 
can dries more domestic flights and more 
convenient access to international flights. 

Unfortanaiely, tbe Thatcher government 
would probably not be wining to provide an 
equivalent open market within Britain. And 
American camera would study object to direct 
British competition, an tbe ground that British 
Airways might be subsidized by London. StflL 
there is no reason to preclude an experiment. 
The United States might, for example, open 
sendee on a few dozen domestic motes. Or it 
might allow a British carrier to set up joint 
flights with regional American carriers. 

Governments have traditionally guarded 
toe interests of their national carriers at the 
expense of consumers. Bui this tradition has 
already been undermined by toe shining suc- 
cess of airline deregulation in the United 
States. Japan has opened its internal market to 
competition between local airlines. So, to a 
lesser extent, have Britain and Italy. Why not 
use America’s enormous economic power to 
spread the gospel of better soring travelers to 
international flights as wdl?

Feminist Faults V.S. Women’s Movement

N EW YORK — In 1939, American wom- 
en earned 63 cents for every dollar 
earned by men. Forty-seven years later. 


-L 1 earned by men. Forty-seven years later, 
after a world war, a sexual revolution and the 
emergence of the most radical and vocal femi- 
nist movement in the world, American women 
earn 64 cents fra every doflar. 

How could the disoepancy have change so 
little in almost half a century? The economist 
Sylvia Arm Hewlett, who uses these figures in 
her new book, “A Lesser Life: The Myth of 
Women’s liberation in America” (William 
Morrow, SI 7.95), says part of tire blame lies 
with the American women's movement. 

Female writers and leaders of the women’s 
movement have had passionate and sharply 
divided reactions to tire book. Several weO- 
known feminists, such as Robin Morgan and 
Betty Friedan, have criticized it harshly. 

“Pm accused of M-tmiwg the victim,” Ms. 
Hewlett said in a recent interview. “But the 
women’s movement is not the victim- The victim 
is the American working woman and her chil- 
dren." 

Mi Hewlett said that women’s movements in 
the United States and abroad had traditionally 
sou ght to improve women's lives through differ- 
ait Str ategica l approaches, breaking into two 
major camps: those activists who fought for 
legal and psychological equality, and those who 
worked to -achieve social reform and material 
benefits.

One reason that West German 
managers get such huge salary in- 
creases is mat the government dis- 
courages payment in kind through 
punitive tax rules.

“Raise budgets have been de- 
creasing over the past five years. 
They used lobe double digits.” said 
Mrs. Kanin- Lovers of TPFAC in 
New York. “But convincing execu- 
tives that a 6-perceni increase is a 
good number has caused tremen- 
dous coamonication problems for 
companies.” 

According lo the TPF&C survey 
erf U.S. companies, corporate butt- 
gets for top management salary 
raises increased only by 5.7 percent 
for this year, compared with 6.9 
percent last year.

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Dollar Continues Slide Against xen

NEW YORK — The doRar fell 
still further against the yen Tues- 
day anrid am tinning signs of US. 
economic weakness and mounting 
evidence that Tokyo is unable to 
hah the steady appreciation of the 
Japanese curcciicy. 

In late trading in New York on 
Tuesday, the dollar was down more 
than 2 \ea from Monday to a post- 
war low of 168.95. Earlier, the US. 
currency dosed at a record low of 

!69m Tokyo after trading as low as 
168.50, and at 17035 in London, 
down from 172.15 an Monday. 

Dealers said the sell-off was trig- 
gered by a growing conviction that 
the Reagan adsnxusuauon favors a 
further dedice in the value of the 
dollar and would not jom the Bank 
of Japan in intervening to stop the 
currency's slide. 

This view was bolstered late 
Tuesday when the chairman of 
Chrysler Corp„ Lee A. l accoc c a, 
told rroorters that he had been told 
by L'-S. Treasuiv Secretary James 
A- Baker 3d that the yen could 
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strengthen io coming weeks to 150 
to the dollar. 

This market conviction, coupled 
with continuing, signs of U.S. eco- 
nomic weakness, has removed all 
support from under the dollar for 
the foreseeable future, dealers said. 

“There does not seem to be any 
factor which could give the dollar 
support in the medium-term,” said 
one dealer for a U3.-based bonk in 
Frankfurt. 

The dollar also fared badly 
against the West German currency, 
which is backed by a vigorous, 
growing economy. It was fixed at 
midafternoon in Frankfurt at 
11853 Deutsche marks, down 2 
pfennigs from Monday’s setting 
and the lowest fix since Oct. 10, 


1981. It closed later in London at 
2.1985 DM, near the top of the 
day’s range but down from 23095 
there at Monday’s dose. 

In later New York trading, the 
dollar was quoted late in the ses- 
sion ax 11850 DM, down from 
11945 there on Monday. The dol- 
lar also was trading 'at 6.9740 
French francs, down from 6.9990. 
and ai 1.8340 Swiss francs, virtual- 
ly unchanged from 1 JS370. 

Dealers said that after spending 
up to $2 billion on Monday to try 
to bolster the dollar, the Japanese 
authorities appeared Tuesday to 
have given up the fight to stop the 
yen's rise for the time being 

“Such a rise in ihe yen can’t sit 
well domestically, but the Bank of 
Japan knows that it can't fight the 
whole market on its own,” said one 
trader. 

The British pound, meanwhile, 
finned only slighdy against the dol- 
lar, rising' in London to $1.5140 
from SI. 5 108 on Monday, h 
slipped to 3.3258 against the mark 
from 3.3359.

Primary Sector Is Active, Secondary Quiet

LONDON — The secondary 
market ended slightly lower Tues- 
day after a quiet day’s trading with 
dealers saying that prices were con- 
tinuing to oonsdkiate around the 
recent firm levels after the weekend 
cuts in the U.S. and Japanese dis- 
count rates. However, the primary 
market was quite active. 

“The market’s quiet and retail 
[clients] aren’t interested at all right 
sow,** a doDar-siraight trader at a 
Japanese house said. 

He added that dollar straights 
generally unchanged to a 
Fraction lower with a slightly lower 
undertone emerging during the af- 
ternoon as U.S. bond markets 
backed off. 

Dealers said that U-S. economic 
data released during the afternoon 
confirmed that the economy was 
still sluggish. Consumer prices were 
down 0.4 percent while durable- 


goods orders fell 23 percent in 
March. 

However, most dealers said that 
the Federal Reserve Board was lia- 
ble to wail and see what effect on 
the economy the latest discount 
rate cut has before deciding to ease 
policy further. 

The primary market was quite 
active, two property-backed bond 
issues for Olympia & York Water 
Street Finance Corp. emerging in 
the morning. Both were expected. 

The first issue was a S435- million 
straight while the second was 
SI 13.25 million in zero-coupon 
bonds. 

Chrysler Financial Corp. offered 
a SlOO-nrillion bond issue paying 
Th percent over five years and 
priced at par. The issue has a put 
option after two years at 9914, after 
three years at 9916 and after four 
years at 9944. Banque Paribas Capi- 
tal Markets was the lead manager. 

Two further equity-warrant 


bonds were launched during the 
day for Japanese borrowers. Scki - 
sui Chemical Co. issued S60 million 
in txmds paying an indicated 3' « 
percent over five years and priced 
al par. It was guaranteed by Sanwa 
Bank and in the market jumped lo 
trade at 1 16 bid.

T HE ingredients of good histoncaHictio 13 
are aD present in Jonathan Fast s ‘Traded 
Fire,” a story set in fourth-century India, about 
the rivalry of two half-brothers for the throne 
of the ancient kingdom of Magadhx Along 
with the exotic setting, we get colorful sp®pt*- 
die, authentic-sounding action, a wealth of m- 
fonnarioa on the period and a story based on 
an incident deeply embedded in Indian culture 
and the human imagination. 

According to his afterword. Fast has taken 
off from a reference in a fragmentary Sanskrit 
play to a cowardly king named Rama Gupta 
who surrendered his queen to an enemy peo- 
ple. His younger brother, Candra Gupta, dis- 
guised Hims elf as the queen and went in her 
place, Hntng the enemy king and winning the 
throne and the beautiful laity- . 

Fast, whose four previews novels indude 
“The Secrets of Synchronicrt/’ and “The 
Beast,” has mixed his ingredients welL He 
teaches about the period without lecturing. 
Whether his subject is the use of ant mandibles 
as surgical sutures, the sensation of being car- 
ried in a palanquin or the technique of unravel- 
ing the cocoon of a silkworm, he usually takes 
care to make such information matter to his 
story. 

The hero*' bloody birth is followed by a 
court scene of intrigue in which the grieving 
tong orders the burning and beheading of the 
surgical assistant he blames for the death of bis 
wife. A few dozen pages later there occurs a 
sexually sadistic murder. So it goes throughout 
“Golden Fire,” with scenes ersex, violence, 
intrigue and spectacle smoothly succeeding 
me ftnndhftr and enriching one another by 
contrast 

Yet thae remains something about the book 
that keeps it from capturing us entirety. We 
vie w it at a distance, as if wewere not altogeth- 
er involved. The solution, one suspects, would 
have been for the author to have found a more 
intimate connection to Ms matcriaL Instead of 
narrating his story ommsdently, he might have 
invented a contemporary character who, be-

In the dim micro film reading 
room at the National Archives building on 
Pennsylvania Avenue, scores of elderly 
Americans sit in rows before film-reading 
marhin« ) poring over the brightly projected 
images of genealogical files. More than 80 
percent of the requests to use archive records 
arc from ordinary people: many white-haired 
walk-ins trying, late m life, to construct a 
family tree. Among the amateurs, however, 
are the more focused faces of anonymous 
professionals. These are the Nazi-huntera. 

Take Two. Up on Capital Hill, in the 
silence of the long, empty corridors of the 
motd-modem James Madison annex of the 

Library of Congress, the hiss of air condition- 
ing seems intrusive; the atmosphere bespeaks 
isolation from the world 
The camera pans across a warren of outri- 
des in the European law division, thenfocus- 
es on a comer where sits Stephen S. Katich, a 
Yugoslav-bom lawyer. On this day, in 1 983, a 
young Justice Department official keeps an 
appointment with this scholar, a library em- 
ployee who is a specialist on European law. 

For more than 30 years, since 1949, soon 
after Andriia Axtokovic entered the country 
under an alias, the United States has been 
film Ming attempts to deport him as a former 
minister of the Nazis' murderous wartime 
puppet state in Yugoslavia. He was the high- 
est-ranking Nazi collaborator to escape to the 
United States after World War IL Now, in 
1983, the Justice Department has come to 
find out if Karirh ran pail the case shnt.

a rid archival professionalism explained why, 
unknown to thrir custodians, there were still

wouldn't know. People can use the microfilm 
reading room at nignt and we may steer than 
in the right direction, but we don’t have time 
to look at what they’re drring.” 

Military records, millio ns of pages of cap- 
tured German and Japanese documents, 
form a large part of the archives’ mammoth 
burden, estimated at three MEon pages. 

“The National Archives exists to take in 
the permanently valuable records created by 
federal agencies, civil and military, and one 
federal activity was fi ghting a war between 
1941 and 1945,” Wolfe said. “You capture 
records of this kind for imm ediate use US 
battlefield intelligence and then for longer- 
range historical use; and also for military 
government and occupation purposes, one of 
the occupation purposes being to punish war 
crimes. So eveotoaDy we pick up all these 
records, incorporatcd by use as federal docu- 
ments. Then the question is, what do we do 
with them after the war is over and after 
we’ve used them? 

“When we’re so loaded with records that 
we can’t find space for them and they are 
moldering away, we have to decide how much 
we have space to keep and how modi we can 
keep under intellectual control We keep 
about 2ar5 percent. The wartime records nm 
higher, I would say 5 percent. But thereis still 
too much to review and index." 

Looking for die documentary needle in the 


haystack of tha archives’ hfltinns of sheets Of 
paper and reds of microfilm — the Marcos 
file alone taka? up l _5 miTHon pages — was 
described by Wolfe as a process of “looking 
at a map with the zoom lens.”

We were getting realty to consider throw- 
ing them away when suddenly genetic dam- 
age began to show up among these people 
and there were suits against the government 
Lawyers came pflinginherc.

“And we don’t in ter pret our records. 
That’s one way that you can politicize an 
archive. If you are going to interpret the 
records of lustray, the noct tiring is selecting 
the records.

“If ar c hi v i st s could predict what, in the 
next decade; are going to be tire ticking 
bombs and tire impotent issues, then we 
should be running tire government.
